It provides 
also that publishers shall not mail 
liquor advertisements into any State 
where such advertisements are > for- 
bidden. 

The Post-office Department has 
been busy for several months pre- 
paring a dictionary for use of the 
postmasters of the country in the en- 
forcement of the law against liquor 
advertisements. Solicitor Lamar is in 
charge of this work, and he has as- 
sembled information from many 
•States with reference to liquor ad- 
vertising.

He who counts 
only the profits when others are keep- 
ing the enemy from his home, is 
guiltv of nothing short of treason. 
The army needs pork, the laborers in 
the munition and other factories need 
pork, the country needs the best ser- 
vice that all can give, so let us not 
slacken in our duty, for fear the mar- 
gins of profit might not be abnor- 
mally wide. The margins will take 
care of themselves if the feeder will 
study his business.

slaughter of any calf under two yea-:- 
of 'age. The New York Herald say-, 
editorially: 

Residents of cities who complain 
the high price of meat;, a condition 
that has existed since long before 
the war, are not guiltless in the mat- 
ter. Thev insist on demanding veal 
from their butchers, and in order to 
supply this demand for a succulent, 
young meat, millions of calves, 
weighing from 100 to 150 pounds 
each, must be slaughtered. If tho* 
animals were permitted to live two 
••ears instead of a month or six 
weeks, thev would weigh from 1,000 
to ',500 pounds and the shortage in 
the national 'meat supplv wou'd b« 
lOM acute .... The conservation 
of young livestock, which means the 
inciease in the country's meat sup- 
! ply and in the enrichment of the soil 
^that is called on to prodv.ee the grain 
j ami vegetable supplies, is an econo- 
i mie necessity that shrieks its impor- 
tance every time the price of meat 
rises a fraction of a cent. — [Our 
Dumb Animals.

The attention of every teacher in 
the county is respectfully called to 
section 102 of the Common School 
Law which provides that real sick- 
ness or other disability is the onlv 
valid excuse for non-attendr.nce dur- 
ing the full session of the Institute.

."■'i.nii-e.hfe in your garden book 
Btlt down a tuggestion to "remember 
th" turnip." 

Toward the middle of July is best, 
although enls can be sown before 
then and. in many localities, later. 

Sow them broadcast or in rows in 
ground just spaded or with other 
crops which are neat in;; maturity in 
July. 

Turnips need moist and cool weath- 
er in spring, and usually get that 
along toward fall when they are 
making headway in the late garden, 
or as a succession crop. 

Their liking for moisture make it 
necessary to give them frequent cul- 
tivat'on. Hoe every week or ten days 
until fall. 

When plants are well up thin them 
to three or four inches anart. 

In sowing them in rows, scatter 
the seeds about three or four inches 
apart in rows fi*teen inches apart. 

A half ounce of seed will plant 100 
feet of row. Seeds should be cover- 
ed by about half an inch of earth. 

Turnips can stand in the garden 
with parsnips and salsify until freez- 
ing weather sets in. Then thev may 
be stored in boxes or barrels in the 
cellar between layers of dry earth or 
sand. Some people store them in 
pits dug in the garden, placing straw 
below and above the turnips and then

Their Suffrage Promise 
A Moral Obligation to 
Oklahoma Legislators 

Mrs. Lucas, First Woman to Enroll 
a Bill, Extols Political 
Leaders. 

A political promise is no scrap of 
paper to Oklahoma legislators. An 
overwhelmingly Democratic legisla- 
ture demonstrated what President 
Wilson calls the "moral obligation" of 
the St. Louis national suffrage plank 
by adopting the Oklahoma suffrage 
amendment resolution in both houses 
in March of this year. 

Back of Oklahoma's recent suffrage 
vlctorv is a story of man's humanity 
and gratitude to woman. It is told 
by Mrs. Frank B. Lucas of Oklahoma 
City, who claims the distinction of 
bein? the only woman to enroll a leg- 
islative measure. Enrolling an act. 
Mr*. Lucas explains, is the final dis- 
position made of a successful meas- 
ure. 

"Why did they permit me to do it?" 
said Mrs. Lucas. "Because they knew 
I understood the procedure. It is my 
vocation to compile, annotate and 
citate laws. The legislators let mo 
enroll the suffrage bill because they 
knew I could be trusted not to alter 
a word or a line. Never was I so 
tempted! The resolution had been 
amended to permit women to vote at 
the primaries but the amendment had 
been lost. I did want to ste that 
amendment go In." 

From the Governor, who was 
pleased to sign the resolution, down 
Mrs. Lucas has nothing but kind 
words for the men of her state. In- 
deed, they seem to merit her praise. 
Alnd she should know for she chap- 
eroned the bill through all its vicissi- 
tudes up to the moment of passage 
on the closing nlfrht after the clock 
had been stopped to permit the 
transaction of legislative business. 

Men of all parties throughout the 
state were In favor of the amend- 
ment and did all in their power to 
facilitate Its

On the last night when the bill had 
not yet- been reported out of com- 
mittee. Mrs. Lucas persuaded one of 
Its friends to call a caucus and hind 
the members by caucus rule, and 
when the measure came to a vot" 
later in the evening, it carried with- 
out a dissenting voice. She hurried 
with the engrossed bill to the House 
to have that body recede from Its 
primary election clause and ratify the 
substituted general election. Then 
back she went to the Senate for the 
president's signature; and again to 
the House for the Speaker's signa- 
ture and to have the bill engrosse 1 
with its amendments. At 2 a.m. 
Mrs. Lucas had the satisfaction of 
enroll'ng the act which will emanci- 
pate the Oklahoma women if the cam- 
paign prosecuted by the suffragists 
during the coming months Is brought 
to a successful conclusion at the polls 
In 1918.
